surrounded by twenty-seven trus¬ 
tees of his choosing, comprising form¬ 
er Cabinet members, former Embas¬ 
sadors, college presidents, lawyers and 
educators, Andrew Carnegie trans¬ 
ferred to them $10,000,000 in 5 per 
cent first mortgage bonds, valued at 
$11,000,000, to be devoted primarily 
to the establishment of universal 
peace by the abolition of war between 
nations and such friction as may im¬ 
pair “the progress and happiness of 
man.” 

When wars between nations shall 
have ceased, the fund is to be applied 
to such altruistic purposes as will 
“best help man in his glorious ascent 
onward and upward,” by the banish¬ 
ment of the “most degrading evil or 
evils” then harassing mankind. 

As Carnegie read an informal deed 
of trust announcing at length the gen¬ 
eral purpose of his gift, there was pro¬ 
longed applause. He then explained 
the incidents which inspired the gift 
at this time, and declared with empha¬ 
sis that if the English-speaking race 
in the United States and Great Britain 
once consolidated In the movement for 
international peace, the success of the 
measure in the rest of the world would 
be assured. 

The income of this $10,000,000, wihch 
will amount to at least $500,000 a year, 
under the terms of the gift, will be 
devoted to the furtherance of peace 
projects the world over. The board of 
trustees, it is understood, will be en¬ 
dowed with wide discretion by the 
donor, and will be at liberty to use the 
funds in furtherance of any movement 
they may deem advisable and in con¬ 
formity with the general purposf of 
the gift. The $10,000,000 gift will not 
represent an effort on Carnegie’s part 
to establish a new peace movement, so 
much as it will the desire to maintain 
the organizations already in the field,

The location of the navy yard 
at Mare Island was a mistake. 

After spending fourteen millions 
of dollars at Mare Island, the 
government is forced to seek a 
more suitable location for a dry 
dock and ship yard and for the big 
battleships. 

The shoaling of the channel at 
Mare Island is the fatal defect at 
that location. 

The location of the proposed 
dry dock and ship yard at Point 
Richmond, or at any point on the 
easterly side of the bay would be 
a repetition of the original mis¬ 
take. The harbors on the east 
side are all artificial and their 
channels require constant dredg¬ 
ing to keep them open. 

The natural deep water channel 
is on the west side of the bay, and 
it extends from the Golden Gate 
to Redwood City. It was created 
and is kept open by the currents 
and tides of the ocean. 

The new drydock and sub naval 
base should be on the natural 
deep water channel, and the best 
site on this channel is at the 
San Mateo county site at Point 
San Bruno. 

Visitacion has applied to be an¬ 
nexed to this industrial munici¬ 
pality. When the application was 
made public opinion apparently 
was altogether in the affirmative. 
When the petition was circulated 
100 signed in one afternoon, and 
only one elector declined. The pe¬ 
tition was presented at the regu¬ 
lar Monday night meeting, and 
the trustees thereupon ordered 
an election to be held in this city 
and in Visitacion on January 16, 
1911. 

Since the order, opposition has 
developed, and now it is up to the 
electors to decide. 

It would be manifestly unfair, 
and begging the the question, to 
say that a majority of the people 
are either for or against this prop-! 
osition. 

Inasmuch as serious opposition 
has developed, the question should 
be taken up and publicly discussed 
in all its bearings. 

Had opposition developed or 
been anticipated before the order 
was made, public discussion should 
have preceded the order. There 
should be one or more public meet 
ings held before election, and both 
sides given full opportunity to be 
heard. 

Ordinarily,opposition to the en¬ 
largement of a city’s boundaries, 
thereby bringing increase of 


wealth, population and power, 
comes not from the city to be 
thereby enlarged, but from the 
district to be annexed and ab¬ 
sorbed. 

As we understand this case,

Visitacion is unanimously in favor 
of annexation, and the opposition, 
be it much or little, comes from 
the community to be aggrandized. 

In any case, be the opposition 
normal or abnormal, inasmuch as 
it exists, let us, as good Ameri-j 
cans, hear and weigh it in open 
public assembly. Let us discuss 
it, have it out, and settle it at the 
ballot box after full publicity and 
a full hearing. 

If danger to the integrity or 
prosperity of this infant city lurks 
in the few square miles of bay 
shore territory lying between this 
city and the metropolis, let it be 
pointed out. Let it be put under 
public scrutiny, and let the peo¬ 
ple see and judge whether it is 
real or imaginary. Publicity is a 
true safety valve in all cases of 
public interest. 

Let public meetings be held and 
both sides heard, that the electois 
majr judge and decide intelligently. 

The Enterprise favors annexa¬ 
tion, firmly believing its benefits 
far outweigh its disadvantages.

PLAYS AND DECORATIONS. 

To the Public:—Your attention is 
hereby respectfully called to the fact 
that the introduction about premises 
of Christmas greens, harvest specimens 
and other inflammable materials such 
as cotton to represent snow, and the 
like, introduces an additional hazard 
not contemplated by the underwriters 
in issuing policies of indemnity cover- 
ing, the usual lire hazard; and in this! 
connection we refer you to one of the 
conditions of the standard form of tire | 
insurance policy, wherein it is stipu- j 
lated that: 

“This entire policy, unless otherwise 
provided by agreement endorsed here¬ 
on or added hereto, shall be void, etc., 
‘if the hazard be increased by any 
means within the control or knowl¬ 
edge of the insured.’ ” 

In addition to the danger to proper¬ 
ty from displays referred to, the dan¬ 
ger to life in crowded stores or places 
of meeting by reason of a panic occa¬ 
sioned by a lire, even though it be 
small and easily controlled, is so great;

Then he was sent to Managua, where 
he was thrown into prison. The com¬ 
mander of the prison, he said, decided 
that if the town was captured the 
powder would he blown up and the 
prisoners with it. On August 22d the 
revolutionists took the town, but the 
commander did not carry out his 
threat. 

Pittman’s home is in Cambridge, 
Mass. He left it when he was 16 years 
old, acted as a water boy in the British 
army during the Boer war and later 
served in the revolution in Venezuela. 
Then he went to Australia and thence 
to Panama, where he met several Nic¬ 
araguan liberals who were planning 
the revolution. He cast his lot with 
them, helped to organize the revolu¬ 
tionary forces and had a command 
when war broke out. 


Ralph Runckel of Bolinas, Cal., had 
a series of aquatic adventures Thurs¬ 
day that came very near costing him 
his life. The first adventure was in 
being tossed into the waves when his 
gasoline launch capsized on the rough 
waters of Bolinas bar. Then, as he 
clung to the bottom of his overturned 
craft, he was carried out to sea and 
; drifted around in an exhausted condi¬ 
tion until rescued three hours later. 

Incidental to Runckel’s rescue three 
would-be rescuers were capsized on the 
bar, and only succeeded in reaching 
shore after a desperate struggle with 
the waves. 

Runckel left the town shortly after 
noon for a run in the small gasoline 
launch. At 1 o’clock his boat was seen 
to capsize on the bar. He was observed 
clinging to the craft and being carried 
out to sea. Louis Petar, J. Adam and D. 
Nott put out to his relief in a rowboat. 
Upon reaching the bar their boat was 
overturned and they were seen strug¬ 
gling in the water for their lives. For¬ 
tunately the water was not deep and 
they succeeded in wading ashore. 

No further attempt was made to res¬ 
cue Runckel by way of the rough bar. 
A message was rent to the Fort Point 
Life Saving Station and a boat was 
sent to pick up Runckel, who could be 
seen going with the strong tide in the 
direction of Point Bonita. 

Before the life-saving crew could 
reach the drifting one, J. McKennan 
and Antone Martin of Bolinas carried 
a boat over the sand beach, and launch¬ 
ing it, rowed out to Runckel. They 
got him in their boat and succeeded in 
landing safely on the Bolinas bathing 
beach. 

Runckel was pretty well worn out 
with his struggle with the waves. The 
capsizing of his launch, he said, was 
preceded by the stoppage of the en¬ 
gine, after he had got out of the 
channel. He threw out an anchor, 
but, because of the strong tide, it 
failed to hold and he was carried j 
igainst; the bar and tipped over. 


To Command Troops in Philippines. 

Orders issued from the War De¬ 
partment assigned Brigadier-General 
Frederick Funston, in command of the 
Army service schools, Fort Leaven¬ 
worth, to command of the Department 
of Luzon, in the Philippines, relieving 
Brigadier-General Ramsay B. Potts, 
who will take command of the service 
schools at Fort Leavenworth. The 
changes will take place January 15th. 


Ice Blockade on the Ohio. 

Navigation on the Ohio river has 
been suspended above Pittsburg on 
account, of heavy ice floes 


500,000, according to the annual re¬ 
port of Postmaster-General Frank H. 
Hitchcock. While a year ago the fiscal 
records of the postal service disclosed 
a deficit of $17,500,000, the largest in 
the history of the country, the excess 
of expenditures over receipts for the 
year ended June 30th last amounted 
to only $5,848,566. 

With the closing of Tacoma’s cen¬ 
sus recount it has become known that 
the Federal officers have evidence im 
plicating thirty people or thereabouts 
in the alleged padding of Tacoma’s 
original census taken in April and 
May. The Grand Jury meets the first 
week in January and it is expected 
that the evidence in the hands of the 
Government will be presented at that 
time. The prosecutions will promptly 
follow any indictments returned. 

The Navy Department is taking 
steps to establish an adequate num¬ 
ber of small protective municipal 
boats in the Caribbean sea next year. 
Orders have been sent out from the 
department for the Marietta, the Pet¬ 
rel and the Dubuque to repair to those 
waters early in the year for general 
service, while the gunboat Paducah 
has been assigned to survey work on 
the Central American coast and also 
will be available for police duty. 

George W. Perkins has announced 
his retirement from the firm of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., to devote his time to 
extending the principles of profit-shar¬ 
ing and other benefit plans for solv¬ 
ing the conflict between capital and 
labor. 

Some of the fourteen-inch guns for 
the two new battleships authorized at 
the last session of Congress probably 
will be built at the Watervliet Army 
arsenal. The matter will be decided 
after Congress has acted upon all ques¬ 
tions involved in the construction of 
the new ships.

Tour of English Empire.

The Chinese Government has not yet 
come to terms with the American finan¬ 
cial syndicate with regard to the pro¬ 
posal of a loan of $50,000,000 to be used 
by China in furthering curency reform 
and other interests of the empire. The 
final difficulty in the way appears to 
be in the matter of the appointment 
of a financial adviser to China who 
will be in a position to influence the 
expenditures. 

When the tentative agreement for 
the loan was made the Chinese evi¬ 
dently assumed that the adviser would 
be a figurehead, the acceptance or re¬ 
jection of whose advice would be op¬ 
tional with them. Now, however, they 
are unwilling to proceed on this as¬ 
sumption. Willard Straight, the repre¬ 
sentative of the syndicate, has en¬ 
deavored to dissipate any uneasiness 
that the Government may feel on this 
point, and in doing so has been sup¬ 
ported by the administration. 

There is no doubt that some sus¬ 
picion was aroused by the alliance of 
the Americans with European banking 
groups and Straight’s proposal that in 
the future English, German and 
French financiers be permitted to par¬ 
ticipate in the Chinese loan. 

The Imperial Assembly is supporting 
the Government in its attitude. The 
delegates are anxious lest the officials 
of the Government make unjustified 
use of borrowed funds, but their chief 
fear is of international influence upon 
the Government as a consequence of 
fianancial agreements. 

The Government probably could ob- j 
tain smaller and uncontrolled loans 
though on less advantageous terms. In 
fact, several agents of bankers not par¬ 
ticipating in the American syndicate 
are in Peking and it is believed that 
they have already opened negotiation. 
The diplomats in Paking appear to be 
of the opinion that piecemeal loans 
will avail for some months, after which 
a recourse to serious loans will be un¬ 
avoidable. 

The newspapers significantly publish 
the new plan for currency reforms on 
a silver basis, bringing out that the 
plan requires for its accomplishment 
only $10,000,000.
